A DEAUTH OF AGBICULTUBAL BEPOBTS. 


—The report of the Department of Agri- 
culture tor 1872 Is a particularly interest- 
ing document, containing among olher mal- 
ter, elaborate papers on Fish Culture, For- 
est Culture, Silk Culture, Diseases of Horses 
«lc. The Department is at present In re- 
ceipt of from two to three hundred 
letters 


daily, containing applications for copies ol 
this report. 
To save the public trouble aud 


misapprehension, tbe Washingtou Chronicle 
draws 
attention lo the fact that Con- 


greis adjourned without making any pro 
vision.for printing this report or distributing 
It among the people. Shortly before ad 
journment the House passed a resolution au- 
thorizing 
two 
hundred 
and flfty-flve 


thousand copies to be printed 
for dis- 


tribution. The Senate amended it by re- 
ducing the cumber to 00,000 and providing 
that they should be sold at the rate of fifty 
cants a copy. In this form the resolution 
came back to the House the last day of the 
session, was nut taken up a/ain, and was 
therefore lost. The Senate, in executive 
session, ordered 1200 copies printed for its 
own use; and the head of the department is 
entitled to_2500 copies, which will he needed 
for th« department's 
agents. There are, 


therefore, no copies of the report to he had, 
and n> provision whatever for their printing 
and distribution. 
The valuable informa- 


tion which it contains, aud the able papers 
which at present slumber in manuscript, 
will be practically useless until 
Congress 


meets again and orders more copies print- 
ed.

NEW Toniv, March 28.—Lncetto Myers, 


tho woman arrested on suspicion of com- 
plici;y in tbe Goodrich murder, is a poor 
sewing woman,and has lately been attempt- 
ing to support herself, her father, mother 
Ami child ou three dollars a week. She i3 a 
native or former resident of Bridgeport, 
Conn., and her maiden name was Hubboll. 
Sho denies all knowledge of tho murder, 
and n neighbor of Mr. Goodrich who had 
often seen the woman who used to frequent 
the latter's house says Mrs. Myers is not 
the person. She, however, admits an ac- 
quaintance with <loodrich,uavingbeeu three 
times at his house in Brooklyn, the last 
about the 20th of February. 


The Brooklyn police authorities do not 


pretend to liavo arrested the person who 
committed the murder, but say that Mrs. 
Myers knows al! about it, basing thoir opin- 
ion apparently on the fact of her acquaint- 
ance with Mr. Goodrich arid contradictory 
statements flinco her arrest, The woman 
has thus far had no counsel, but has been 
subjected to ail sorts of inquiries, irregular 
and unaulhorizod, by the officials who have 
captured her, for which they are subjected 
to severe criticism. Their desire appears to 
frighten the woman into a confession, and 
her silence and discretion Is becoming an- 
noying. The inquest today did not develop 
any new fact a of importance. It lias been 
adjourned until Tuesday in order to give 
the detectives opportunity to lock for further 
testimony. Meanwh.'le, Mrs. Myers is de- 
tained in custody in Uio hope that she may 
divulge Hie facts which she is believed lo 
know.
